An  act  to  incorporate  the  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children. 

Whereas,  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  formed  an 
association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating 
and  providing  for  friendless  and  destitute  children ;  and  whereas, 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  is  willing  to  encourage  such  purposes  ; 
therefore, 

i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  That  Matthew  Newkirk,  Elijah  G.  Cattell,  James  H. 
Stevens,  George  W.  N.  Custis,  J.  Earl  Atkinson,  Joseph  C.  De  La 
Cour,  Joseph  D.  Reinboth,  Robert  B.  Potts,  Jesse  W.  Starr,  Edmund 
E.  Read,  John  R.  Graham,  Benjamin  H.  Browning,  Solomon  L. 
Stimson,  Philander  C.  Brinck,  John  Aikman,  Thomas  P.  Carpenter, 
Elisha  V.  Glover,  Thomas  B.  Atkinson,  Isaac  L.  Lowe,  and  Peter  L. 
Voorhees,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated 
and  made  a  body  politic  in  law  and  fact  by  the  name,  style  and  title 
of  ‘‘The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  and  by  that 
name,  style  and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession  with  power  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure,  to  make 
contracts  relative  to  the  institution ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and 
be  impleaded,  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title  to  be  capable  of 
taking,  holding,  purchasing  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  per¬ 
sonal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation ;  provided,  the  annual  income 
of  such  estate  shall  not  exceed  six  thousand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  to 
any  other  purpose  than  those  for  which  this  association  is  formed ;  to 
fix  the  quorum  of  the  board  of  managers  and  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  requisite  to  establish  such  other 
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by-laws,  'rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation  ;  provided,  that  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

2.,  Be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  “The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children”,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  or  upward,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  “  Cam¬ 
den  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  while  such  person  so  contributes,, 
and  every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
member  for  life. 

3.  And  be  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
“  Camden  Florae  for  Friendless  Children,”  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
board  of  managers  consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a  board  of 
trustees  consisting  of  twenty  gentlemen,  and  the  members  of  said 
corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  by 
ballot  a  board  of  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years,  and 
six  to  serve  for  four  years ;  and  also  a  board  of  twenty  trustees,  five 
of  whom  shall  bE  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  five 
for  three  years,  and  five  for  four  years  ;  and  the  members  of  said  cor¬ 
poration  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  at 
such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect 
six  managers  and  five  trustees  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  shall  then 
and  there  elect  a  manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  that  might  be  occasioned  by  death,  resignation 
or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  manager  or  trustee; 
provided  that  the  managers  now  acting  and  the  trustees  now  acting 
and  mentioned  as  corporators  in  this  act  shall  continue  to  act  until 
others  shall  be  elected  ;  and  provided  further,  that  in  case  an  election, 
shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give 
at  least  ten  days’  notice  before  another  election  shall  be  held;  and 
provided,  that  notice  of  an  election  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week 
in  two  of  the  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Camden,  prior  to  the  time  of 
holding  said  election. 

4.  And  be  it  enaeted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
managers  and  trustees  in  their  discretion  to  take  under  their  guardian¬ 
ship  all  children  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  manage¬ 
ment  in  either  of  the  following  modes :  first,  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age  who  shall  be  voluntarily  surrendered  by  their  fathers,  or 
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in  case  of  his  death  or  absence  by  their  mother  or  by  their  guardian 
in  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees  by  an  agreement  or  declara¬ 
tion  in  writing  ;  second,  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may 
be  committed  to  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  or  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County  of  Camden,  or  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  of  Camden,  on  account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or 
the  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  parents,  parent 
or  guardian,  or  other  people  having  custody  of  said  children,  and  in 
case  of  poor  children  under  the  age  above  mentioned,  contemplated 
by  the  twelfth  and  twenty-fifth  sections  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  this  State,  entitled  “  An  act  for  the  settlement  and  relief  of  the 
poor,”  approved  April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-six,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  persons  therein  authorized  to  bind  out  such  children, 
to  commit  the  same  by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in  writing, 
signed  by  said  persons  required  to  sign  such  children’s  indentures,  to 
the  care  and  management  of  sucl}  trustees  and  managers. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall 
have  the  guardianship  of  the  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care 
and  management  during  their  minority,  shall  cause  them  to  be  edu¬ 
cated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner,  and  may,  when  in  their  dis¬ 
cretion  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children  with  their  con¬ 
sent  as  apprentices  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and  such 
places  and  to  learn  such  trades  and  employments,  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  the 
benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children ;  provided,  that  the  charge 
and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  over  and  upon  the  said 
children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females  extend  beyond  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  or  the  said  managers  and  trustees  in  their  discretion 
may  return  the  said  children  to  their  parents  or  surviving  parent  or 
guardians. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  of  the  said  corporation 
held  or  occupied  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  their  incorporation,  shall 
be  freed  from  all  taxes  to  be  levied  under  the  authority  of  this  State ; 
and  no  person  shall  loose  or  acquire  a  legal  settlement  by  residence  in 
the  home  to  be  provided  by  said  corporation. 

7.  And  be  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  6,  1865. 


ARTICLE  i. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  “The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless 
Children;”  the  object  and  design  of  which  are  to  afford  a  home, 
food,  clothing  and  schooling  for  destitute  or  friendless  children,  and, 
at  a  suitable  age,  to  place  them  with  respectable  families  to  learn  some 
useful  trade  or  occupation. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  who  shall  annually  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar 
before  the  first  of  May,  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  any 
person  who  shall  pay  at  one  time  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  shall  be  a 
member  for  life. 

ARTICLE  III. 

This. Society  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May, 
public  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week  previous  in 
two  or  more  newspapers.  Within  four  days  after  the  annual  meeting, 
the  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet  and  elect  their  Officers,  Matron 
and  Teacher.  They  shall  also  at  the  same  time  appoint  the  following 
Committees :  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House 

Committee,  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies,  Committee  on 
Edncation. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  the  Officers  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  shall  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  request,  in  writ¬ 
ing  of  five  members,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence, 
by  the  Vice  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  House,  there  shall  he  a  Board 
of  Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  (24)  ladies,  to  whom  shall  be 
-entrusted  the  management  of  its  affairs,  except  as  hereinafter  desig¬ 
nated,  to  be  chosen  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  May.  They 
shall  have  power  to  choose  their  own  officers,  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
their  own  Board,  and  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  they  may  deem  fit 
and  proper,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution ;  and  five  (5) 
managers  shall  form  a  quorum  for  business. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  twenty  (20)  gentlemen,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  society  in  May,  at  their  annual  meeting.  They 
shall  choose  their  own  officers,  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur  in  their 
own  Board,  and  make  all  needful  By-Laws  and  Regulations  not  re¬ 
pugnant  to  the  Constitution ;  and  three  (3)  members  shall  be  a 
quorum. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  statedly  every  quarter.  They 
shall  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  real  estate,  investments, 
personal  securities  and  all  funds  of  the  Society,  except  such  as  are  col¬ 
lected  by  the  Managers  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  “  Home.” 

They  shall  superintend  the  indenturing  of  the  inmates  and  afford 
advice  to  the  Managers  when  requested. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Managers  shall  make 
a  written  report  of  their  transactions,  and  shall  make  and  receive 
such  suggestions  as  the  interest  of  the  institution  may  require. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual  or  special 
■meeting  of  the  Society,  at  which  not  less  than  ten  (10)  members 
.shall  be  present.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


In  offering  their  Sixth  Annual  Report,  the  managers  of  the 
Camden  Home,  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  God,  the  dispenser 
of  all  good,  who  has  thus  far,  crowned  with  success,  their  efforts  for 
ameliorating  the  condition  of  so  many  friendless  and  destitute 
children,  who  have  shared  their  charities  since  the  institution  was 
established.  They  also  repeat  their  thanks  to  those  friends  of  the 
cause  who  have  so  often  laid  their  offerings  of  material  aid  upon  the 
altar  of  humanity,  in  this  behalf. 

The  record  of  our  Home  will  compare  favorably  with  any  of  our 
charities,  according  to  the  means  at  its  command.  It  will  be  seen,  by 
the  Treasurer’s  report,  that  our  finances  are  in  a  low  condition ; 
money  is  needed  to  meet  current  expenses,  to  provide  the  “daily 
bread”  for  the  little  unfortunates  committed  to  our  care.  It  may  be 
considered  unnecessary  to  dwell  upon  this  point ;  yet,  it  is  only  by 
constant  effort,  and  frequent  and  earnest  appeals,  to  a  generous  and 
sympathizing  public,  that  charitable  institutions  can  be  maintained. 
One  hundred  and  ninety  children  have  been  received  into  the  Home, 
since  its  organization.  During  the  past  year,  nineteen  have  been 
admitted;  good  homes  have  been  procured  for  eight;  four  were 
transferred  to  the  Soldiers’  Children’s  Home,  at  Trenton  ;  one,  a  lad, 
seven  years  of  age,  was  placed  in  the  Pennsylvania  Training  School, 
for  feeble-minded  children,  at  Media;  eleven  have  been  returned  to 
their  friends ;  two  are  out  on  trial,  and  five  ran  away.  The  general 
health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good ;  no  deaths  have  occurred,  nor 
has  there  been  any  serious  illness.  To  Dr.  H.  Genet  Taylor,  our 
thanks  are  due,  for  professional  services  rendered  gratuitously. 
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To  teach  the  story  of  the  Cross  to  the  neglected  little  ones;  to 
bring  the  essential  truths  of  the  gospel  to  bear  upon  young  hearts,  at 
precisely  the  period  when  impressions  are  deepest  and  most  abiding, 
and  at  the  only  period  when  it  is  possible  rightly  to  educate  either  the 
intellect  or  the  heart,  is  one  of  the  results  we  desire  to  accomplish. 

There  can  be  but  one  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  lessons, 
whether  good  or  bad,  learned  in  childhood.  They  often  give  direction 
to  the  whole  life.  The  very  prejudices  which  we  contract  at  that  age, 
oftentimes  abide  with  us,  and  control  our  conduct  to  the  end  of  our 
days.  Every  good  citizen  of  Camden  must  desire  the  success  of  this 
institution ;  for  it  does  a  work  in  the  education  of  many,  in  the  love 
and  practice  of  virtue,  which  otherwise  might  be  left  undone.  It  sows 
the  seeds  of  virtue  where,  as  yet,  the  ground  is  unoccupied,  and  best 
fitted  for  their  reception,  and  strives  to  eradicate  the  seeds  of  vice, 
which,  but  for  its  hand,  would  flourish  in  luxuriance. 

To  place  the  Camden  Home  upon  a  firmer  basis,  is  the  desire  of  ail 
who  are  in  any  way  interested  in  its  welfare. 

A  more  commodious  and  convenient  building  is  desired. 

During  the  past  year,  a  large  and  valuable  lot  of  ground  was  donated 
by  Mrs.  Eliza  C.  Codings,  of  Germantown,  on  condition  that  a 
suitable  building  be  erected  thereon,  within  a  specified  time.  A 
timely  bequest  has  been  received,  which,  added  to  the  amount 
previously  obtained  for  a  building  fund,  is  sufficient  to  justify  us  in 
commencing  to  build,  thus  enabling  us  to  accept  the  lot  on  the  terms 
offered.  It  is  hoped  that  other  donations  will  speedily  follow,  and 
that  we  shall,  ere  long,  witness  the  completion  of  a  building  suited  to 
our  wants. 

The  managers  appeal  not  only  to  those  who  have  ever  responded  so 
generously  to  their  calls  for  aid,  but  also,  to  hundreds  of  our  citizens 
who  have  never  yet  aided  in  this'  work,  to  come  forward  and  help 
sustain  it,  remembering,  “Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor;  the 
Lord  will  deliver  him  in  time  of  trouble.”
